There was a time in Missouri 
when it was considered that 
a 
community was taking on m etro­ 
politan ways when it began 
re ­ 
ferring to its public 
houses 
as 
“hotels” or “houses.” 
The Eng­ 
lish term of “inn” was never pop­ 
ular, but the word “tavern” was 
widely used, and 
in 
the 
days 
when Missouri land travel 
was 
mainly by horseback 
or 
stage­ 
coach, the Missouri tavern was a 
flourishing institution and 
could 
be found in practically every sec­ 
tion of the State. 
Reminiscent of those days when 
“man and beast” stopped at way­ 
side taverns for food and drink is 
the date August 20, 1821, when 
the Boone county court 
grant jd 
the first tavern license in Colum­ 
bia to 
Wilford 
Stephens. 
L ire 
many other taverns in the 
State, 
the story of this pioneer Columbia 
tavern has faded with the pass­ 
ing of time, but the recurrence of 
this anniversary during the pres­ 
ent week serves to recall some of 
the history that has been woven 
into the story of these old taverns. 
It is an interesting fact that the 
State of M i^ouri was born in a 
St. Louis tavern. 
The first con­ 
stitutional convention of Missouri 
met in the Mansion House there 
in 1820. 
Later in the same year 
the first legislature convened in 
the Missouri Hotel in St. 
Louis, 
the first Missouri governor was 
inaugurated there, and the 
first 
two United States senators from 
Missouri were elected within the 
walls of this historic tavern. 
Numerous other 
taverns 
also 
figured 
in 
Missouri 
history. 
Among them was the old Gillis 
House in Kansas City, which wit­ 
nessed the violence of the border 
war, and at one 
time 
sheltered 
Governor A. H. Reeder of Kansas 
from the wrath of a pro-slavery 
crowd of Missourians. 
In St. Jo­ 
seph, riders for the Pony Express 
to California could be seen dui- 
ing the day of the early ’sixties 
loitering about the halls of 
the 
Pattoe House. 
In the 
Planters’ 
House at St. Louis occurred the 
historic meeting of federal 
and 
state officials which 
immediately 
preceded the inauguration of Ci­ 
vil War in Missouri in 1861. 
It 
was also in St. Louis, irom 
the 
portice of the old Southern 
Ho­ 
tel, that Andrew 
Jackson, 
the 
first 
President 
of 
the 
United 
States to visit 
Missouri, 
spoke 
words to a 
sympathetic 
crowd 
which shortly afterward were re­ 
echoed in Congress at the 
only 
impeachment trial of a president 
in American history. 
The occupation of tavern keep­ 
ing was one of good repute. Some­ 
times the host became justly fa 
mous as was the case of Theron 
Barnum, St. Louis, whose secret 
recipe for ragout tempted a future 
king of 
England.

tavern keeper was a leader in his 
community; often he was justice 
of the peace or a judge, and some­ 
times he wTas a member of

Some were ministers 
of the gospel. 
Though courtesy was the uni­ 
versal rule, the

ago, 
Judge 
Duncan taking the m atter under 
advisement and 
reserving 
deci­ 
sion until he 
could have time 
thoroughly to go over the testi­ 
mony and the law applying. 
The evidence developed in this 
case was the following facts: 
Drainage District 
No. 6 
was 
created and organized 
in 
1907. 
The benefits assessed against the 
lands of the district to be derived 
from 
the 
construction 
of 
the 
drainage system 
were 
approxi­ 
mately $541,000 and to construct 
the ditches of the original system 
a tax of 
$298,000 
was 
spread 
against the lands of the 
district 
according 
to 
benefits 
assessed, 
each 40-acre tract being assessed 
approximately $400 or about $10 
per acre. 
The work was started 
and the original system completed 
within a few years. 
In 1918 the district decided to 


(expand and enlarge the 
ditches 
and to pay for this enlargement
